Hazlehurst, Miss., has been cut off from 
the rest of the world fcr the past two 
dtys on account of the heavy rains. 
Many strean.s in the country overflowed 
their banks, and al] passage from the 
country has been stopped, with no trains 
and no mails. The town has been com- 
plete’y isoleted. The rains continue to 
fall, and there does not seem to be any 
prospect of any let up in the continual 
dcwnpcur. The outlook jis very gloomy 
for the farmers. 

At Newton, Miss., the amount of rain- 
fall for the twenty-four hours ending yes- 
terday evening was perheps greater than 
for the same length of time in Any year. 
The amount of damage cannot be stated 
as vet. There is little probability of the 
trains running through for several days. 
About 10 miles east-the water is running 


over the railrcad tracks 6 feet, and 4 or 5 


miles wide, end 2 miles of track has been 
Swept away. Telegraphic lines are pros- 
trated in all Iccalities. No mail has bean 
received over the Star routes since the 
rain. <All the bridges over the country 
roads in this vicinity have been washed 
away end the roads cut up so as to be 
impassable. In some places fences have 
been swept away. Lowlands have been 
badly washed by the sweeping current. 
Many Washouts Near Oxford. 

At Oxford, Miss.. the heaviest rain 
known for forty vears fell last night ana 
today. For twenty-four hours rain and 
eccasionally hail fell, with only slight 
cessations. An embankment of the lili- 
nois Central railroud 1 mile north of this 
place wasred away about 10 o’clock this 
morning, leaving 70 feet of the iron rails 
and cross ties suspended about 50 feet in 
the air. Another washout occurred a 
rile south cf the town. It will be several 
days before it is possible for trains to 
2each Oxford from either north or south. 

Enterpre, Miss., is again a sea of 
water. It will be :1emembered that dur- 
ing the morth of April, 1900, a flood, the 
greatest ever known to the oldest in- 
habitants, visited this place and played 
havoc with the people. On Wednesday 
night and Thursday morning at 7 o'clock 
it rained pretty hard here, but there was 
no thought that the Chickashay river 
vould get on a rampage and float the 
largest seagcing vessel. Such rains have 
fallen here repeatedly without the river 
ever getting cut of its banks. Last night 
when the people quit their places of 
busin amd went home the river was 
In its bake, and not even rising. This 
morning When they started out for a full 
day’s work and beheld the whole face c® 
the earth along the lowlands of the 
Chickashay valley covered with water no

Increase Is the Biggest Development 
in Insurance Circles in Weeks. 
Change Affects iS Every 
Class of Citizens in 
Atlanta. 


As was exclusively predicted in The 
Constitution of yestergay morning, fire 
insurance rates cn dwellings in Atlanta 
wore yesterday put up) 331-3 per cent in 
accaomlance with an order issued by the 
Southeastern Tariff A®@pociation. 


The Constitution anticipated the aotion 
of the committee, which hes had this 
matter under considefation for some 
monvhs, but the arnmouncemsnt that the 
increase was to be :nade effective at such 
@n early day came as a complete sur- 
prise to many fheurance men as well as 
to the public generasly. ._ 

The Constitution publiehed th: facts 
concerning the coming incrense in fire 
rates on Gweilings and their contents 
and put the public on notice that this 
step would be taker by the companies at 
en early date. 

- Lecul fire .ineurerce agents had the 
largest run of early morning caliers ves- 
terday morning that-they have ever had. 
People who had pelicies which ats to cx: 
pire {in the near future at once went 
abomt having them cancelled in order 
that they might be renewed for long 
terms at the low fate. However, this was 
not accomplished, for shortly after the 
cpening of the offices the Iccal agents 
were advised by telephone not to write 
any busyness on Atlanta dwellings until 
they had received the slp n»tice of the 
advarce in rates.

Secretary C. C. Fleming, of the South- 
eastern Tariff Association, when geen by 
a representative of The Constitution yes- 
terday, refused to discuss the matter or 
to give the figures conecrning the increase 


in rates. 
Change Affects All. 

This is the biggest development in At- 
Janta fire insurance circles since the 2 
per cent increase which was recently 
made on certain classes of risks here. 
as well as in all other parts of the coun- 


try. 

In many respects this is of more vital 
interest to the public, since it affects 
every man who ovns his home, no nrat- 
ter how humble it may be, and the 
greater increas? is made on the smaller 
homes, since they are a more hazardous 
risk. 

When the companies made the increase 
of 2% per cent on frame store buildings, 
stocks of merchandise and special 
hazards there was comparatively littie 
remonstrance, since they stated that at 
the existing rates busin-ss on such classes 
of risks had proved unprofitable and that 
they would be unable to protect property 
of this nature unless they could get in- 
creased compensaticn. 

However, the present advance in rates 
is Mkely to bring forth a very lively 
kick. The companies can hardiy claim 
that they have 'cst money on dwellings 
in Atlanta, and the people are goirg to 
vant to know why they are going to be 
rade to pay more. The loss ratio on 
residences in Atlanta has been very 
small, since f is very seldom that dam- 
age to any extent is ever done to a rasi- 
dence by fire unless it is very far from 
the center of the city. 

The ineurance men sey that they have 
been looking for the ircrease, that they 
think i just, and that they are glad 
it has been made. They base this argu- 
ment on the ground that rates have been 
abrormally low in Atlanta. 

This condé#tion of affairs was brought 
about by the compenies themssives and 
for reasons not generally known to the 
public. It seems that several y2ars ago, 
when rate cutting was indiwiged in by 
the companies, some companies desired 
a much lower rate put on Atlanta resi- 
dences in order that they might better 
compete witth the Southern Mutual, 
vinich on account of its large dividends 
often returned to policy holders more 
than haif the premium. This decrease 
was made independently by several com- 
panics and to meet this the tariff asso- 
ciation ordered the rate reduced. 

The decrease in rates failed to have 
the destred effect, since it took very iittle 
business from the Southern Mutual, while 
it made big inroads on the income from 
the Atlanta residence business done by 
Clther companies. When other business 
was profitable the companies were will- 
ing to stand this, but iately, when many 
classes cf risks have begun to lose money 
for the companies, they have repented 
of their action in reducing the rates on 
Atlanta residences, and since the reduc- 
flon was not doing the work expectcd 
of it they have decided to put the rates

Mr. Blodgett Announces That’ He 
Will Make No Changes in the 
Office Force—He Succeeds 
the Late Major 
Smyth. 


Commencing April 1 Edwin F. Blodgett 


; will be postmaster of Atlanta and Volckert 


V. Bullock will be his assistant. 

Mr. Blodgett received his commission 
yesterday afternoon and announced last 
evening that Mr. Bullock would be assist- 
ant postmaster. Mr. Bullock is a son of 
ex-Governor Rufus B. Bullock and for 
several years aecretary of the Atlanta 
chamber of commerce. | 

The terms of office of Mr. Blodgett and 
Mr. Bu@ock will begin on the first day of 
next month, which is Tuesday. The com- 
mission for Mr. Blodgett came from Pres- 
ident Roosevelt through the office of the 
postmaster general at Washington, yes- 
terday afternoon. 

Mr. Blodgett has been connected with 
the Atlanta postoffice for a number of 
vears. He was assistant postmaster under 
the late W. H. Smyth, who died a short 
time ago, and his thorough knowledge 
of the duties of the office makes -him emil- 
nently qualified to fill the place. 

The annual salary of the postmaster is 

$3,900. The assistant postmaster receives 
just half that amount—$1,950. The post- 
master is required to give a personal bond 
of $110,000. Mr. Blodgett’s bond Nas al- 
ready been submitted to the federal au- 
thorities and it was approved before his 
commis€on was signed and forwarded to 
him. 
Since the death of Major Smyth, Mr. 
Blodgett has been acting postmaster, and 
#t was known some time ago that he 
would receive the appointment. It was 
generally supposed that Mr. Bullock would 
get the assistant’s place, and this was 
confirmed by Mr. Blodgett at his home 
last night. 

Mr. Bullock will be officially notified of 
his appointment today. He will then file 
the bond réquired of him and will be read® 
to begin the duties of his new office at 
the appointed time. Mr. Blodgett stated 
last evening that he gontemplated making 
no changes in the office. 


NECKLACE STOLEN FROM TRAIN

Silver Standard To. Be Continued in 
the' Islands. §; ©): 


Washington. March 28.~—The republican 
mémbers of the senate committee on the 
Philippines held a meeting today ‘and 
passed finally upon the provisions ‘of the 
Philippine government bill, The currency 
question was the principal topic of con- 
vefsation again today and the provision 
for supplying the Philippines: with a 
circulating medium as prepared by the 
committee composed-of Senators Allison, 
Beveridge and Dubois was finally passed 
upon. : 

This provision as has been héretofore 
stated, is that theré shall be coined a 
Philippine dollar of the same weight and 
fineness as the Mexican dollar and the 
British dollar. It is to be a byMion dol- 
lar, but the volume is td be limitéd only 
by the demands ‘of business; : 

The coin will carry,.an American. de- 
vice on one side and an Oriental design 
on the other and it is calculated that it 
will in time be a vety popular coin 
throughout the eastern world. 

The amendment also provides for sub- 
sidiary coinage sufficient to meet the 
wahts of the Philippine people. The coin- 
age of ‘this silver Will be done both in 
América and in the Philippines. The dol- 
lar provided is made a legal tender in 
the .Philippines,, but, not in the United 
States, | :

BOERS DARTED 
THRO’ CORDON 


—— 


Great Description of How the 
_Burghers Evaded British 
in Recent Raid. 


Consumption

RUSHED THROUGH GAPS 
IN THE BRITISH LINES 


Several of the Boer Commanders 
Were Inside the Cordon, but 
All Escaped—Clever Ruse 
Adopted by Burghers. 


Pretoria, March 28.—About 1,500 Boers, 
under DeLarey, Liebenberg, Kemp and 
Wolmarans, were within the area of Lord 
Kitchener’s latest movement, but, though 
sufprised by the rapidity displayed. by 
the British troops, gaps in the latter's 
lines enabled most of the burghers to 
escape. 

The Boer prisoners totaled 179 men, in- 
cluding.Commandant H. Kruger and ex- 
Landrost Neethring at Klerksdorp. 

From the first prisoners captured It 
yas learned that General DeLarey him- 
self was Ouiside the actual cordon, having 
slept some distance westward, but Lieben- 
berg, Kemp and other Boer commanders 
were inside the columns of troops. 

The first body consisting of about 900 
Bocrs, sighted the morning of March 24, 
fretreated at full speed, making for a 
gap between the British column. A race 
for the opening ensued. British mounted 
infantry, which had already ridden up- 
ward of 60 miles, pressed their tired horses 
until many of them gave out, when the 
men jumped off and raced forward on 
fcot. Some of ‘th: mounted men, how- 


gap, just ahead of the burghers, whom 
they met with a warm fire. These troops 
also succeeded in driving back another 
.body of 300 Boers, who were forced to 
desert the guns they had captured from 
the Von Dcnop brigade, southwest of 
Klerksdorp in February. The Boers tried 
to get through several openings, but on 
each occasion were forced to double back 
untit’ they uitimately found a gap and 
passed out of the British lines, within 
sight of Klerksdorp. Night fell before the 
pursuing Cciumns could ovetrake the 
Boers. 

Five Canadians who fvilowed their col- 
umn and tried to work their way ‘back 
were surrounded by a Boer force and 
made a splendid defense; but finaliy, see- 
ing their case was hopeless, four of the 
Canadians surrendered. The fifth, how- 
ever, indignantly refused to throw déwn 
his arms and continued a single-handed 
fight until he was killed. This was re- 
garded as cne of the most heroic inci- 
gents of the day. 

An illustration of the resourcefulness of 
the Bcers wes given by Liebenberg and 
Several hurdred men, when, taking ad- 
vantge of the confusion of the drive, they 
formed a commando similar in arrange- 
ment to that of a British column. Moving 
cilc#e to one of the numerous gaps in the 
British lines, ‘they succeeded in reaching 
it and in getting safely away before their 
Tuge was detected. 

The guns captured from Von Dunop’s 
eonvoy were brilliantly recaptured by the 
Scottish horse, which charged up to the 
muzzles of the artillery and rode the 
Beer gunners off their feet before the 
latter had a chance to fire.

Death Because Court 
Granted New Trial, 


HE WAS TAKEN TO GALLOWS 
AND THE NOOSE ADJUSTED 


Woodward Prayea a Short Time and 
Then Leaped Off Before Trap 
Could Be Sprung—Killed 
a Wyoming Sheriff. 


Casper, Wyo., March 28.—Charles Fran- 
cis Woodward, the condemned murderer 
of. Sheriff William C. Ricker, was hang- 
ed early today by twenty-four masked 
men. : 

Crowds began to gather in the vicinity 
of the jail early in the evening and a 
mob was formed. About $3 o’clock the 
mob descended on the jail and the 
leaders demanded the keys of the sher- 
iff. He refused to give them up and 
the crewd then secured sledges and 
hammers and beat down the jail door. 
Once inside the jail a rope was quickly 
thrown around Woodward's neck and he 
was roughly dragged from the build- 
ing. 

He was taken to the scaffold which had 
been erected for his legal. execution. 
Some one pushed him onto the trap,. but 
he gave a leap before the trap could 
be sprung and fell from the igallows, 
hanging himself. The whole proceeding 
oceupied less than a half hour. Consid- 
erable excitement. rrevailed this morning. 
Woodward attempted to talk to the lead- 
ers, but they refused to hear him. 

Several hundred sheep and cattle men 
came to town during the day yesterday 
and every corner was the scene of a 
discussion of the reprieve granted by the 
supreme court. 

After the lynching the mob dispersed 
and a greater part of those from out 
of town left for their homes 

Knelt and Prayed. 

Before the drop Woodward began mak- 
ing an address, half talking and Nnalf 
praying. He said: 

‘Boys, let me kneel and pray. I want 
to pray for all of you and send a mes- 
sage to my blessed little wife. I love 
her dearly and want you fo tell her to 
pray; that you will have the pape 
print it.

TO THE PRIMARIES 


North Carolina Democrats Discuss 
Which Plan Is Best. 


SENATOR TO BE NOMINATED 


Chairman Pou Opposes Primaries 
and Says in Recent Election 
Democrats Carried Coun- 
ties That Next Month 
Went Republican. 


Raleigh, N. C., March 28.—(Special.)— 
There is going to be some strong Oppo- 
sition to the holding of democratic pri- 
maries in this state to decide who shall 
be United States senator to succeed 
Pritchard. Ex-State Chairman James H. 
Pou bitterly opposes a primary. He says: 

‘In August, 1900, we carried in the state 
election for the legislature nineteen coun- 
ties which, in November, in the general 
election gave majorities for McKinley.” 

The primaries are distracting and cause 
great bitterness, it is asserted. But the 
fact appears to be that the selection of 
the candidate will have to be maae either 
by the convention in July or by primaries. 
The convention may decide to do the work 
itself, but if so there will be a howl. 
In fact, another democratic ex-chairman 
says the convention's nominee would be 
defeated. One at least of the half dozen 
or more aspirants for the senatorship 
wants a return to the old method, that 
is, of gelection and election by the legis- 
lature, without prior suggestion or choice 
by the convention the primaries. 

As yet there is mM: spirant in the fleld 
for the democratic yination for chief 
justice save Associafi Justice | Walter 
Clark. It is darkly hinted that there may 
be one and that there will be some de- 
velopments in a very little while. At- 
tempt after attempt has been made to 
induce ex-Chief Justice James E, Shep- 
herd to enter the race, but he declines, 
saying he will make no contest for the 
nomination. His brother in law, Judge 
Brown, is a candidate for associate jus- 
tice. Shepherd has a horror of anything 
like a struggle for the place. 

The republicans are at work all over 
the state raising a campaign fund. and 
also money -with which to pay poll tax. 
It is declared that they are calling for 
help not only on officeholders, but on the 
party generally. There is, of course, lit- 
tle doubt that they are virtually assess- 
ing office holders. The action of the 
postmaster at Madison in having one of 
these ‘‘assessors’’ arrested may result in 
a yet greater row. The postmaster de- 
clares he will have the assessor tried. On 
the other hand it is asser‘:2d that the 
postmaster will lose _ his_ place.

Abbeville, Ga., March 28.—(Special.)—

Nashville, Tenn., March 28.—Rain has 
fallen steadily throughout this section of 
the state since early morning, the weath- 
er wvureau here reporting the precipita- 
tion at 2.21 inches. Reports from all di- 
rections tell of washouts and wrecked 
bridges, railroad trafne south of Nash- 
ville being entirely suspended. Property 
losses will be extremely theavy, but so 
far the loss of only one Hfe is reported, 
that being W. F. Dillehay, a rural route 
mail carrier in Maurey county. 

The Louisville and Nashville tracks are 
badly torn up from Columbia, Teénn., to 
Athens, Ala., water being from 2 to 5 
feet over the line at several points. Two 
bridges north and south of Pulaski are 
washed out, the bridge at Lynnville is 
out of line, and 1,200 feet of the Louisville 
and Nashville tracks are turned over near 
Buford station, Giles conty, while at 
Wales, in the same county, 800 feet of 
track are in a lke condition.

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Arkansas Democrats Will Vote on 
the Senatorship. 


CLARKE IS AGAINS JONES 


Each Has Made a Thorough Canvass 
and Each Claims To Be 
Confident. 


Little Rock, Ark., March 28.—The most 
eventful campaign in Arkansas demo- 
cratic annals since 1874 closed tonight 
and tomorrow each of the seventy-five 
counties will hold a primary election to 
determine its choice for United States 
senator and statte and county officers. 

Senator James K. Jones, chairman of 
the democratic national committee, and 
former Governo: James P. Clarke, demo- 
cratic national committeeman for Ar- 
kansas, are rival candidates for the 
United States senate, and each has made 
a thorough canvass. At the respective 
headquarters in this city tonight each 
side, with apparent confidence, claims 
victory tomorrow. 

The direct vote in the primary elec- 
tions will govern democratic members of 
the legislature at which Senator Jones’ 
successor will be chosen next January. 

Besides the spirited contest for United 
States senator the gubernatorial nomi- 
nation is a sharp bone of cantertion, 
with Governor Jefferson Davis contend- 
ing for a second term against E. W. 
Rector, a son of the famous war governor 
of Arkansas. In each of the Seven con- 
gressional districts the voters will select 
a nominee for congress.

Floyd County Dispensary Is Ready 
for Business. 

Rome, Ga., March 28.—(Special.)—Mon- 
diay will be the last day of bar rooms 
in Rome for six years to come at least, 
unless the act establishing the dispensary 
in Floyd county should be sooner repealed. 

The final decision in the supreme court 
has settled the matter for the present 
and no further resistance will be made 
to the law at present.

JONES’ FATE IN BALANCE’ 


CO-EDUCATION ON THE WaNE 


President of Northwestern Univer- 
sity Discusses the Question. 


REACTION IN PUBLIC MIND 
System Has Ceased To Make Con- 


verts, and Prejudice Has Arisen 
Against It. 


Chicago, March 28.—Dr. Edmund J. 
James, president-elect of the Northwest- 
ern university, presented his first com- 
riunicaticn to the bcard of trustees to- 
day. On the subject of cceducation ha 
said in part: 

“There efe many signs of a marked re- 
action in the public mind on the subject 
of coeducation. Friends of the move- 
ment may well view it with some con- 
cern. The tide seems in ccrtain ways to 
have ebbed. A pronounced reaction ha 
set in. Not only has the system ceased 
to make new converts, but there are indi- 
cations that it is losing ground in the 
very territory which it had so complete- 
-ly won. A new vericd of questioning is 
upon us. A sort of vague prejudice has 
arisen in the country at large, which in- 
d:cates a new attitude of the public mind 
toward the whole probiem. 

“The grounds of discussicn have 
changed entirely in the last generation. 
‘he old objections have lost their force 
and entirely new ones are now to the 
{rcnt. The notion that women are in- 
c:.pable of doirg college work, so com- 
monly urged a generation ago, has com- 
j-etely disappeared. The objection that 
young men and women cannot: be trusted 
to observe proper relations in their social 
intercourse has lost its force, in view of 
the vlain fact that the moral tone of co- 
educational institutions is  dJistincily 
higher than that of the community at 
large, and is certainly not inferiomto that 
ef schools for one sex alone. 

“But, on the other hand, one hears 
cftener the claim that the increasing num- 
ber of women tends to feminize the insti- 
tutions where they are, in some cases to 
such an extent as to discourage the at- 
tendance of men. It is urged with in- 
creasing persistence that the social dis- 
tractions and dissipations, with their 
widening invasion of the serious purpose 
that should go with school life, form a 
very serious problem; while others em- 
phasize the fuct that ‘he broad differ- 
ence in the future careers of the two 
sexes should find a more adequate recog- 
nition In the college curriculum.”’

MADE GUNBOATS 
IN THE SIXTIES 


Death of William RileyBrown, 
an Old Columbus 
Citizen. 


AT THE HEAD OF MANY 
INDUSTRIES IN LIFE 


Constructed Boats, Shot and Shell for 
the Confederacy, and Since the 
War Has Constantly Been 
Adding to His En- 
terprises. 


—— 


Columbus, Ga., Mareh 28.—(Special.)—W. 
Riley Brown, president of the Columbus 
Iron Works Company and Soyhern Plow 
Company and one of the most substantial 
and highly esteemed citizens of Columbus, 
died this morning at 5:45 o’clock, at his 
home in this city, of pneumonia. He will 
be buried tomorrow morning at 11 o'clock. 

Mr. Brown was one of the pioneers ‘n 
the iron industry in Georgia, and made a 
fortune in the manufacture of ice ma- 
chines, plows and other celebrated prod- 
ucts of the large plant of which he was 
at the head. His plant was one of the 
first in the south to manufcture ice ma- 
chines. The iron works are closed today. 

William Riley Brown vas born in Mon- 
ticello, Jasper county, Georgia, on April 
27, 1822. He was or.e of ien children born 
to his parents, William and Jenmatetage K 
Brown, four of whom survive him. r. 
Brown removed to Columbus in 1839, when 
17 years of age, and his whole life, with 
the excepticn of short visits to other 
places, has been spent in Columbus. He 
learned the molding trade, and worked 
steadily at that business until 1851, when 
he became connected with the firm cf 
Wildman & Craig, with whom he remain- 
ed about fovr yeers. 

In 1855 he, in connection with William 
Beach, the fate I. I. Moses and George J. 
Golden and Mr. Adams, organized the 
Columbus itcn works in this city. 

Mr. 
which place he filled with signal abi 
until 1860, when he was made president of 
the company. In 1861 the confederate gov- 
ernment converted the iron works into 
a naval station, and it was engaged in 
building gunboats, cannon, artillery 
wagons and gun carriagcs and also shells 
and shot for artillery until the close of 
the war, when the federal forces took 
possession of the city and partially de- 
stroyed the works. Some of the best war 
material made in the confederacy was 
turned out at these works under Mr. 
Brown’s supervision. 

After the war the Columbus iron works 
began the inanufucture of machinery of 
various kincs, boilers, engines and foun- 
dry work of all kinds, and also added a 
weod-working department. It was the 
first works of the kind in the south to un- 
dertake the manufacture of ice machines, 
Mr. Brown evincing the deepcst interest 
in this important branch of in@stry, un- 
til the Stratton absorption ice machine 
made by this company’ became famous 
end the demand for it became so great 
that the facilities for its manufacture 
had to be greatly enlarged. The company 
now sends those machines to all parts 
of the civilized world. 

Later on the company began the manu- 
facture of plows, and under the able 
management of Mr. Brown has greatly 
increased in every branch of its important 
cutput of the finished material. 

In 182 Mr. Brown married Miss Maria 
Broadnax, daughter of Dr. Robert E. 
Broadnax, by whom he had three chil- 
dren, but one of whom, Mrs. Carrie Eu- 
genia Whitesides, wife of George bh. 
Whitesides, survives him. He is also sur- 
vived by four sisters, Mrs. Matilda War- 
ner, of Montgomery, Ala.; Mrs. Emily 
Swann, of Atlanta, and Mrs. S. J. Sauls 
and Miss Mary Elizbeth Brown, of this 
city. 


G. W. TRUITT ON THE OUTLOOK. 


Troup Farmer Says Everything Is 
Six Weeks Behind. 

LaGrange, Ga., Marck: 28.—(Special.)— 
George W. Truitt, the great cottun zgrow- 
er of Georgia, was in town this murning 
and says farmers are worse behind this 
spring than he ever knew them before, 
that they are at least six weeks behind; 
that on his own plantation less plowing 
has Leen done in the last six weeks than 
ever before at this season of the year. 
Mr. Truitt thinks the outlook for the cot- 
ton farmer this year is most discourag- 
irg. “It is no year to use guanos; it will 
all be lost,’’ he says, “its strength being 
leached out by the rairs.’’ ‘This condi- 
tion cf: affairs is not affecting Mr. Truitt 
this year as heretofore, as he is depart- 
ing from totton-growing to tke growing 
of grain, wheat, oats and‘corn, and rais- 
ing short horn cattle. For the past year 
or two Mr. Truitt has deen exp>riment- 
ing with nogs and beef cattle and is fully 
ccnvinced that they are the salvation of 
the farmers of this section. He saves 
every pound of their manures and is 
bringing up at least 50 ecres of land every 
year to a high state of production. Cat- 
tle pays, he says, jot only in this line, but 
as a money fetcher;,.thbat already this 
spring he has sold $2,500 worth of Georgia 
steers and still has a carlead yet to sell. 
These were not shorthorns, but yearlings 
bought from his neighbcr and kept until 
three years old, and were sold by him in 
New Orleans at 4 1-2 cents on foot. Mr. 
Truitt is satisfied with his profits on his 
Georgia steers, but says that if they had 
teen sherthorns he would have realized 
twice as much on them, and for this rea- 
son he ig going heavily into the short- 
horn business. It does not cost any more 
he says, to feed anc attend to a thor- 
eughbred cow of hog than a scrub, bu* 
there is a vast difference to the farmer in 
what he has got when the animal 
grown. In the thoroughbred he Las some- 
thing that he is proud of, and can show 
his neighbor and if he wants to sell it he 
can do so at a handsome profit; but in the 
scrub he has no pride, cannot fell it for 
what it cost’ to produce, and must kill it 
to get rid of ft. Mr. Truitt says ‘“‘he can 
produce 3 pounds of beef cheaper than he 
cah 1 pound of cotton.” Mr. Tryitt thinks 
this is a year for the farmers to get to- 
gether, cut off the acreage of cctton fully 
2 per cent, grow grasses and cattle: that 
the city people are fond of beef and are 
cbhliged to have it.

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EXECUTION OF WILL HARRIS. 


NEGRO WHO ASSAULTED GIRL 
OF HIS OWN COLOB. 


Negroes Made an Attempt To Lynch 
Him During Preliminary Trial. 
Harris’ Attempt at Suicide. 


Selma, Ala., March 28.—Will Harris, a 
negro, who assaulted and murdered a 
young negro girl, was hanged here to- 
Gay 

The crime for which Harris was hung 
for here tris morning was one of the 
most brutal that has ever been com- 
mitted in this section of the state, and it 
tcek place just outside cf this city one 
morning about 9 o'clock, in the middle 
of last Octeker. Early that morning Mi4t- 
tie Bell, a little negro girl about nine 
years old, left her home just outside of 
the city and took her father's breakfast 
tc him at the Central oil mills in this 
city. The girl was on her way and was 
just a few huncred yards from home 
when Harris assaulted her. Harris pick- 
ed up a dead sapling that was close by 
and beat the girl over the head with it 
until he had kjlled her, when he made his 
escape. The murderer went out in the 
country sevcral miles, but concluded that

no one would connect him with the 
crime, but he was geen and his clothes 
were covered with the blood of his vic- 
tim. He was arrested and the crime was 
easily fastened on him. 

During the preliminary trial there was 
an unsuccesstul attempt made to lynch 
Harris by a large crowd of negrees, Dut 
the attempt failed. A few weeks ago, 
in jail, Harris attempted suicide by try- 
ing to eat some pounded glass, but he 
was disecvered before he couid swallow 
it. A few days after his unsuccessf:| at- 
tempt at suicide he confessed to the 
crime for which he was hung today, and 
also confessed several other similar 
crimes. 

Walier Bailey, another negro charged 
with murder, was also sentenced to be 
hanged today with Harris, but was grant- 
ed a new trial by the supreme court. 
Harris is thc first negro that has been 
executed in Dallas county in about eight 
years.

The Passing of Rhodes. 

The death of Cecil Rhodes has been 
fortified against in the governmental 
and financia] circles in which he was 
a figure of importance. He was a 
character unique in purposes and 
methods, and the fact that he lived 
and labored among men, will be felt 
for an untold time in the future. His 
influence in large affairs, for good or 
evil, will not pass with his personal 
effacement. 

He was the most far-seeing and dar- 
ing adventurer of the last quarter of 
a century. He had the ambitions of 
a Napoleon, but lacked the autosug- 
gestive efficiency to command them 
into quick realities. His spirit was 
as restless and cowrageous as that of 
Caesar, but he had not Caesar’s rare 
conjunction of militarism and states- 
manship. He was rather a bold de- 
signer and an opportunist executor. 
What he accomplished was sectional 
always to a large and consistent pur- 
pose, but the gigantic plot of his play 
was beyond even his admittedly mar- 
velous powers. | 

That he dreamed of empire he was 

frank to admit, but the empire he 
sought was not to be his own, but the 
greater Great Britain, for which he 
had a fanatic’s loyalty. He transfer- 
red himself to a land that he had 
found pregnant with possibilities that 
could be developed and unified to the 
strength and glory of the British em- 
pire. It was his ambition to add to the 
crown a completed ancillary South 
African federation and to be the prime 
ngure of its creation and contributions 
to the mother country, | 
Whether or not he was actually re- 
sponsible for the war now on between 
Great Britain and the Transvaal re- 
publics, he was responsible for the 
conditions precedent which made it 
inevitable. He knew he could never 
realize his imperial dream, nor build 
his Cape to Cairo railway, without 
the subjugation of those free states. 
He laid the train which was sure one 
day to lead to their uhfdoing. Perhaps 
it was fired earlier than he had 
thought. 
At any rate a great agitator and dis- 
turber of orderly civilization has gone 
out from his chosen arena. It will re- 
quire many decades to undo his evil 
works. The things which he planned 
that were for a future good may, or 
may not ever, be realized. Still Cecil 
Rhodes will be a long time dead be- 
fore he is forgotten.

It is really refreshing to see the 
meek and child-like manner in which 
the great rd@ilway corporations are 
submitting to the injunctions issued 
against them by the federal courts. 
They are enjoined from all forms of 
rate-cutting, rebating and pooling, or 
irom in anywise discriminating be- 
tween shippers of freights.

The German Colonial Economic Society 
of Berlin has issued an élaborate report of 
the work of the experimental cotton 
plantation in Togo, West Africa, managed 
by J. N. Callowecy and three young ne- 
groes from Booker Washington’s school 
at Tuskegee, Ala.

“Our planting ccvered six months’ time, 
but can be divided into two periods—from 
March to June, and from Juiy to August. 
The rainy season began in March, but was 
very light at first. Un March 27 we plaat- 

Our first American cotton, about one 
and a halt acres. This sprouted quickly 
and grew nicely. After one month it was 
a foot and a half high. April brought fre- 
quent light rains. it was a good mon:a 
for planting. During this month we 
planted twelve acres of American cotton. 
in May twenty acres were planted. rhe 
rain during May was very heavy, but did 
not irjure the growth of the plants. in 
the first days of July very damaging rains 
came. The bolis cf the early crop were 
entirely jestroyed. The plants rusted and 
the bolls rotted without opening. Only 
two bales of cotton were harvested from 
seed planted before July; much more 
perished in the field. 

“In the months of July and August 
twenty acres were planted with American 
and Egyptian cotton. September aad Uc- 
tober hd less rain, but clouds and fog 
ecntinued. By the end vf October there 
was more sun and a higher temperature. 
Seed planted in July and August produced 
in December what would in America 
called half a crup. A small area was 
planted in October, but with little success, 
aS rain ceased to full soon after. In these 
experiments we used native, American 
(upland and sea island’ and Egyptian 
seed. Next year Peru seed will be tricd. 
The largest part of the seed sown was 
Americen. I believe that by planting tne 
seed in late summer and thus avoiding 
the heavy rains good results can be ob- 
tained with American cotton. It is prob- 
able, too, that better results can be ob- 
tained by using e:.tton seed or artificial 
fertilizers. I am of the opinion that by 
crossing native with American cotton a 
varicty adapted to the ceclony can be se- 
cured. 

“One hundred acres of land in all were 
cultivated. Up to the end of December 
twenty-three bales of cotton were in 
1¢adiness to ship. Thirteen of these were 
frcm native seed, nine from American 
seed and one from Egyptian seed. The 
natives grow cotton as a secondary 
product with yams. There is sufficient 
#xeod cotton land. The expedition intends 
to distribute good cototn seed to the na- 
tives. In native cotton the proportion be- 
tween hint end seed was 1,800 nrg

“The natives must be taught to culti-, 
vate more cotton on the same ground 
with the same labor. If pvussible, they 
must be furnished with draught animals, 
Although it was known that no animal 
cculd resist the climate, og horses 
aid twenty oxen were brought from the 
interior. Th2 Tsetse fiv soon began ‘fts 
fatal work, and by September all the 
animals were dead. Experiment should 
be continued with native horses. After 
our animals died it was necessary to de- 
pend on native labor for everything, and 
ratives drew the bales of cotton to the 
coast in lumber wagons. Portable en- 
gines should be introduced to furnish 
power for ginning and baling, and a rail- 
way should be built from the coast in- 
land. Our experience has given us every 
reason to believe that in a few vears it 
will be possitle to export many thousand 
bales ef cotton from the colony to Togo. 
This will not have any effect on the mar- 
kets of the world, but it will be of ad- 
vantage to Germary, and especially to 
the two and a half millions of natives in 
the colony. 

‘tinder the present conditions the cost 
of a 50)-pourd bale of cotton delivered at 
Bremen, including ginning, pressing and 
moving to the coast by native labor, 
skipping expenses, sundries, insurance, 
etc.. is 265 marks (about $6). If crossing 
rative with American seed makes it possi- 
ble to get a bale from 1.500 pounds of seed 
cotton and the introduction of steam pow- 
er for ginning, baling and. hauling lowers 
the cost to equivalent expenses in Amer- 
ica. it should be possible to produce a

TO CROSS SWORDS WITH MILES 


SECRETARY ROOT IS LONGING 


By Jos: Ohl, 


Washington, March 23.—(Special.)—Sec- | 


retary Root has declared his intention 
to renew the fight to rescue his army 
reorganization bill which is now pending 
before the senate committee 6n military 
affairs, Notwithstanding the Miles incl- 
dent in connection with this bill and the 
evident intention of the committee to 
allow the bill to languish and die. Sec- 
retary Root proposes to lead the res- 
culng party and force congress to pass 
favorably or unfavorably upon the meas- 
ure which he deems of such vital in- 
terest to the anmy. 

Secretary Root is not satisfied to leave 
the question in its present position and he 
has requested permission to reappear 
before the committee and reply to the 
sipplemental statements of Lieutenant 
General Miles in which the latter se- 
verely criticised the secretary of war 
and those who are supposed to be in 
sympathy with him in remodeling the 
staff department of the army. In at- 
tempting to foree action by congress on 
the army bill, the secretary evidently in- 
tends to make the contest a fight to the 
finish between General Miles and him- 
self. 

Committee Opposed to the Bill. 

The secretary of war marches upon the 
legislative battle field under a greater dis- 
advantage than he is probably aware of. 
In the first place, it is said upon re- 
liable authority that a majority of the 
committee are opposed to action upon the 
bill at the present session. 

The measure was originally framed by, 
or with the sanction of, Secretar® Root 
and at his request introduced in the 
senate by Senator Hawley, chairman of 
the committee. After it was pwblished 
it provoked so much criticism that the 
original draft was destroyed and Secre- 
tary Root was given an opportunity to 
reconstruct his bill. In presenting the 
subject before the military committee 
the secretary of war did not help the 
cause for which he was contending. It 
is no violation of confidence to say that 
he did not show that familiarity with 
his subject which might be expected 
from the head of the war department 
and a lawyer of his well-known repu- 
tation. 

The statements of Lieutenant General 
Miles were not of such a nature to be 
of material benefit to Secretary Root, and 
although the members of the commit- 
tee were not disposed to take sides with 
either the secretary or the commanding 
general of t..e army, they had no diffi- 
culty in reaching the conclusion that 
the best. interest of the service would 
be subserved the subject was permit- 
ted to languish and die. 

Wants to Reply to Miles. 

Secretary Root, however, is not satisfied 
to have his pet measure bourid, gagged 
and placed in solitary confinement by the 
senate committee on military affairs and 
leave the latest statements of General 
Miles before the committee unanswered. 
To that end he has asked for a reopen- 
ing of the case and réquésted an oppor- 
tunity to again apy before the com- 


* @atorcing definite ac- | 
“ }e members of the 
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committee have no desire to shut out fur- 
ther information from the secretary on 
the subject, but they have informed him 
that if he insists upon Treopening the 
discussion the committee will feel in 
duty bound to grant hearings from the 
heads of the various staff departments 
affected by the proposed legislation. In 
other words, the committee says that 
the inspector general, the commisgary of 
subsistence, quartermaster general, pay- 
master general and other bureau chiefs 
interested will be called before the com- 
mittee to reply to the secretary of war. 

Not Deemed of Great Importance. 

It remains to be seen whether in the 
face of probable defeat the secretary of 
war will insist upon reappearing before - 
the committee simply to reply to the 
stataments of General Miles. As far as 
can be learned from -careful inquiry at 
the capitol fhere is a general feeling 
among senators and representatives that 
the proposed bill is not of sufficient im- 
pertance to demand consideration at this 
session of congress. There is also dis- 
position to reflect wpon the secretary of 
war by postponing action upon his Dill 
for an indefinite period.- Should action be 
forced at this time it would probably 
result unfavorably to the secretary of 
war. Senators and representatives are 
well aware that bitter personal con- 
troversies are now exisitng in the war 
department and they realize that the 
discipline of the army will not be im- 
proved by continuation of the fight which 
must necessarily follow further consid- 
eration of the pending bill. Members of 
the committee are not disposed to dis- 
cuss the swbject for publication, but it 
is well known that they believe they have 
adopted a wise and judicious course in 
suspending consideration of the bill for 
the time being. Whether or not it will 
be resurrected is a question for the fu- 
ture to determine, but if Secretary Root 
persists in making an issue with con- 
gress he will be accommodated.

He Has Retired Permanently from 
the Street Railway Business 
end Will- Rest for a Year 


at Least. 


C, Jefome Simmons, president of the 
Atlas*a Rapid Transit Company, has sold 
out his street railway stock to H. M. At- 
kinson and has permanently retired. The 
price p2id by Mr. Atkinson for Mr. Sim- 
mors’ ome-half interest in the stock of 
the Rapid Transit company was $240,000. 
The Tace value of the stock was $500,000. 

This sale, which was finally consum- 
mated late Thursday afternoon after long 
drawn out negotiations, makes the con- 
solidation of the Atlanta Railway and 
Power. Company, Georgia Ele<fric Light 
Company, Atlanta Steam Heating Com- 
pany and Atlanta Rapid Transit Company 
complete, and puts a final period to what 
was familiarly known as the ‘‘street rail- 
Way situation.” 

In “disposing of his interest in the Rapid 
Transit company, Mr. Simmons severs ail 
connection with street railway matters 
and wil in future devote himself to other 
lines of work. He has no definite plans, 
but for a year at least he will rest and 
take things easy after a strenuous fight 
covering a period of several] years which 
engaged practically all of his time and 
attention. After that time it may be that 
he will resume the practice of law, his 
original profession, which he practically 
abandoned when he engaged in the street 


railway business. 

Just when the actual consolidation will 
take place, now that ali obstacles in the 
way have been removed, is not known, 
as H. M. Atkinson is out of the city. 
However, it is probable that all details 
will be settled by April 1, as originally 
etated in The Constitution some weeks 
ago. 

"Cause of Delay. 

When H. M. Atkinson and his associates 
agreed to the terms of the city, it was 
thought that an immediate consolidation 
would be effected. However, the matter 
rung fire for several weeks. The couse 
of this was a failure on the part of Mr. 
Atkinson and Mr. Simmons to agree on 
terms. Just what was offerei and what 
was asked is not definitely known, but it 
Is no secret that several propositions anf 
counter propositions were mare, none of 
which proved satisfactory until the final 
settlement. was reached Thursday. 

Cc. J. Simmons has been actively en- 
gaged in the street rallway business since 
1891, when he began the construction of 
the Collins Park and Belt railway, run- 
ning from Walton and Forsyth streets 
to the river. The first car was run on 
this line in May of 1892. Soon after the 
construction of the line the Consolidated 
Street Railway Company filed an injunc- 
tion seeking to prevent the cars from 
crossing Marietta street at Jones avenue. 
This matter tied the compnny up for some 
time and it was quite awhile before the 
line was eventually extended to the old 
terminus at Forsyth and Walton streets. 

The cost of the line represented an ex- 
penditure of approximately $200,000, most 
of which amount was secured from the 
salé of Tani owned by Mr. Simmons in 
the vicinity of the Hne. The locality 
through which the line extended was 
sparsely settled and for some years it 
had a precarious existence. In 1896 it was 
placed in the hands of a receiver, J. F. 
Darr acting in that capacity for some 
time. Later the company’s affairs were 
straightened out and the receivership dis- 
missexi. 

In 1899 Mr. Atkinson became associated 
with Mr. Simmons and the two formed 
the Rapid Transit Company. They ap- 
plied for and received a number of fran- 
thisés, building and equipping several 
lines. Then came the fong fight with the 
Atlanta Rallway and Power Company, the 
ending of which is an old story. 

Reached Atlanta Poor. 

*¢. J. Simmons came to Atlanta in 1878 
from Stone Mountain. He was at that 
time, as he himself expresses it, ‘the 
poorest man in Georgta.”’ He studied law 
and did odd jobs of work to pay his board. 
In April, 1879, he was admitted to the bar 
amd in July began the practice of his pro- 
fession. His first law partner was W. J. 
Speer. Later he was agsociated with T. F.: 
Corrigan. 

In speaking of his retirement last night, 
Mr. Simmons said: 

"Yes, I am out of the street railway 
business for good unless at some future 
time I might buy some stock, which I 
am not at present considering. I have no 
plans for the future further than to fest 
for a year. It may be that I will take 
up the practice of law again, but I am 
net certain of this at the present time. 

‘T have every faith in Athanta’s future. 
My connection with the street railway 
companies led me naturally to sMudy the 
city’s possibilities carefully. I think the 
next ten years will see wonderful adyanre- 
ment. The street railway companies fur- 
nish an excellent illustration of this state- 
ment... In 1900 the combined receipts of all 
lines amounted to $685,000. In 1901 the ag- 
gregate was over $845,000. Of this latter 
amount $75,000 was in 3-cent fiares.”’

In His Ante-Mortem Statement He 
Described the Burglars’ Assaylt 
on Himself and Mother. 


Savannah, Ga., March 28.—(Special.)— 
Dower Fountain, the boy who was at- 
tacked, with his mother, by two negro 
burglars night before last, 3 miles from 
the city, on the Ogeéchee road, died 
early this morning from the effects of.the 
injuries that he sustained in his desper- 
ate encounter with the negroes. His 
mother, too, was hurt. having been 
struck by one of the miscreants with the 
ax by which he: son was killed. 

It was not thought at first that Dower 
was badly hurt. The blow on the head, 
however, proved ~f far greater conse- 
quence than the physician whc dressed 
the wound had suspected. The skull had 
been fractured, and death resulted. The 
mother is recovering fnam the effects of 
the wound received. Young Fountain told 
the following ante-mortem story of his 
encounter: 

Fcuntain’s Dying Statement. 

“I was fast asleep in my room adjoin- 
ing my mother’s, where she and my little 
sister, Essie, were asleep. The first thing 
I knew was when I was hit on the head, 
apparently with a large ttick. I got: up 
and found that James Stewart and Rich- 
ard Young had hold of me trying to pull 
me out of my recom into the yard. I 
fought them as hard as I could, but they 
were. too much for me, and kept beating 
me, at the,samé time pulling me toward 
the door. The door was open, and when 
we got almost to it Richard Young got 
outside and James Stewart had hold: of 
mé trying to get me in the yard, probably 
to kill me. , 

“My motiter heard the racket we were 
making ‘during the fight. and came from 
her room into mine to see what the 
trouble was. When the negroes saw her 
they tried to brain her with an ax that 
Richard Young carried. She knew the 
men, and they were afraid to let her live 
efter she had seen their work of the 
night. Young raised the ax to hit her, 
but I slammed the door and part of t 
blow went on that. As son as the ddr 
was shut the negrces must have run ff, 
for I got my eun and fired into the dark- 
ness, but have no idea I hit either of 
them. I krew both the negroes, and am 
sure it could have been. no one else than 
Young and Stewart.’’

Textile Workers’ President on Labor 
Situation at Lowell. 

Fail River, Mass., March 28.—President 
James Tansey and Secretary Albert Hib- 
bert, of the United Textile Workers. of 
America, stated today that no meeting 
of the executive or emergency committees 
of that body has been called to take ac- 
tion upon the labor situation at Lowell. 
President Tansey says that in the event 
of a lockout there is nothing in the rules 
of the national body which calls for the 
payment of lockout money. Secretary 
Thomas O’Donnell, of the local mule spin- 
ners’ association, who Ws also secre- 
tary of the national spinkers, was ques- 
tioned as to the probable action of the 
national convention in Boston next week 
toward the Lowell strike. He said that 
the national body is organized under sim- 
ilar ideas as the United Textile workers, 
and likewise it debars loc#l unions from 
national support and from levying as- 
Sessments on its members.Its rules, 
however, can be suspended and support 
and permission to levy assessments given 
after investigation. 

Another important convention question 
will be whether or not the charter of the 
national spinners shall be surrendered to 
the American Federation of Labor with 
the spinners affiliated, in order to join 
the United Textile workers. 

Secretary O'Donnell said the spinners 
in Dover, N. H., and Lewiston, Me., are 
asking for an advance in wages, together 
with New Bedford and Lowell. 

About 300 operatives of the Globe Yarn 
mills Nos. 1 and 2 are out on strike. 
These mills are owned by. the New Eng- 
gland Yarn Company, which did not enter 
into the recent agreement among the 
local mills to advance wages 10 per cent. 
The operatives demand the increase, 

They Will Pe Locked Out. 

Lowell, Mass., March 28.—That the 
16,000 employees of the seven cotton man- 
ufacturing corporations of this city who 
have demanded an advance of 10 per cent 
in wages with a strike on next Monday 
as the alternative will be locked out, un- 
less a settlement is reached, became ap- 
parent today when the agents of all the 
cotton mills caused to be posted on the 
gates notices informing the operatives 
that after tomorrow the mills would be 
closed until further notice. 

Uneasiness in Rhode Island. 

Pawtucket, R. I., March 28.—The cotton 
mil] situation in Rhode Island is causing 
much concern among the mill operatives 
and others. The Rhode Island Mule 
Spinners’ Association is the only organiza- 
tion of cotton operatives which has re- 
quested the manufacturers to advance 
wages and no definite reply has been 
given. Prices of standard goods, made in 
New Bedford, Lowell and other Massa- 
chusetts manufacturing communities, gov- 
ern the prices of Rhode Island made 
goods to a great extent, so far as the 
wages paid are concerned.

After much mental wear. and tear 
which came nigh inducing nervous pros- 
tration, brain fag .and insomnia, Henry 
L. Collier, commissioner of public works, 
has at last evolved a scheme which, he 
confidently hopes, will cause the white 
dove of peace to hover perpetually around 
the city hall and be the means of in- 
ducing the city fathers to dwell forever 
after in unity and accord. Such a pros- 
pect is so devoutly to be hoped for that 
the news will be learned with eagerness 
and interest. True, all the details of ‘the 
coming councilmanic millennium are not 
complete, but-the main idea has taken 
definite shape and it is safe to assume 
that the rest is merely incidental In 
speaking of the matter recently, Mr. Col- 
lier said: 

*“*Kicks are a recognized right and neces- 
sity of the average American citizen, and 
complaints are i:rseparable from the life 
of the office nolder. The wise man recog- 
nizes that he can never hope to please 
all at one and the same time, and pos- 
sesses h soul fn patience when the 
kickers afte most plentiful. But there are 
times when, no matter how obliging a 
man may be, he’ gets tired of lending his

body to the. bootings of the beefers, if 
for-no other reason than that the process 
of standing for, kicks.consumes more of 2 
mnan’s time than he can well afford to 
spare from the incidental employment 
provided by the~ city. If he is over 
Cbligipg and allows every. man to do the 
boot act whenever-and wherever he wants 
to, the city will soon lose his services al- 
together, for it will. be only a :natter, of 
time when he will be in such demand-as 
to make work out of the question! Nat- 
urally, if his business were thus cut into 
in this way, the kicks would increase 
with compound interest,. and it would be 
unkind to the kickers, for n) one man 
v.ould have an opportunity to land a good 
squere kick without encountering some 
other man bent on the same rurpose. You 
can readily see the confusion such a state 
of affairs would necessarily entail. Why, 
the kickers might actually turn on one 
another and rend each other limb from 
limb. That, cf ccurse, would never ‘du, 
for a town without a kicker would be 
full of only kindness and kindergartens. 

“It was this state of affairs that 
brought me to thinking of a _ possible 
remedy.

MR. CLAFLIN IS IN CHARGE 


He and Jake Wells Were Here Yes- 
terday—Old Stairway Is To Be 
Torn Out and Will Be 
Supplanted .by Hand- 
some Arcade. 


Within a f2w midbnths the work of re- 
modeling the Columbia theater will be- 
gin. Jake Wells, of Richmond, the new 
lessee and manager, has been in Atlanta 
for several days attending to the prelim- 
inary details and left for home yester- 
day at noon. Before leaving he _ ex- 
pressed himself as satisfied with the sit- 
vation and promised to have the house 
formally opened early in August, 

‘With Mr. Wels was Architect Fuller 
Claflin, of New York, who is to prepare 
all the plans for the new house. Mr. 
Claflin is general manager of the Amal- 
gamated Theater Buiiding Association 
and was connected with the concern 
which drew the plans for the Grand. 

Both Mr. Wells and Mr. Clafiin have 
been in conference with Manager DeGive 
eince Thursdey, and all have agreed upcn 
the géneral outline of the improvements 


that are to be made in the intcrior ar- 
rangement of the Columbia. Mr. Claflin 
has taken all the necessary measure- 
ments and 2s soon as he reaches New 
York will immediately begin work on the 
plans. 

When these have been finished they 
will be submitted to Mr. DeGive and Mr. 
Wells for approval, After that the con- 
tract will be let and the .work of tufrn- 
ing the Columbia into a handsome and 
thoroughly up-to-date play “house will 
commence. Some very radical changes 
are contemplated and a number of sur- 
prises are to be sprung by those who are 
at the head of the enterpr:se. 

Will Demolish Stairway. 

For instance, the old iron staircase, 
forming the general entrance on Marietta 
street, is to be torn completely away. 
The store underneath, which is about 3) 
fect wide, extending back 101 feet to the 
ailey between the theater block and the 
Prudential building, is to be turned into 
a beautifully decorated arcade, some-

Near the center of this new passagt- 
way will be located a broad staircase, 
which will lead by easy stages to the 
auditorium ftoor of the theater. The 
first flight will end at a mesne foor, a 
sort of large landing, which is to be 
tastefully decorated with ferns, palms 
and potted flowers. Comfortable chairs 
end light benches vill be placed here for 
the use of. patrons of the house. The 
ticket office will also be located in the 
arcade. 

The stage is to be entirely rebwlt, while 
the dressing rooms wil' be arranged dif- 
ferently from the present plan.

Books Close Monday Evening and 
Interest Is on Increase. 


FOUR PLACES TO REGISTER 


Indications Still Point to a Registra- 
tion of Between 5,500 and 
6,000 Voters. 


Would-be voters In the county demo- 
cratic white prim‘ary, which occurs April 
10, now have but two days in which to 
qualify. The registration books will close 
Monday evening. <Any citizen who has 
neglected to register and who fails to do 
so either today or Monday will not be 
entitled to take part in the primary. 

There are four different places in the 
city at which citizens of Atlanta and Ful- 
ton county may register. These are the 
county tax collector's office in the court 
house annex on Hunter street, Federation 
hall, on North Forsyth street, Silver- 
man’s, corner Peachtree and Decatur 
streets, and Wiatson’s drug store, corner 
Houston and Hilliard st@-ets. 

County Registrar A. P. Stewart estab- 
lished ‘the three branch registration offices 
for the convenience of voters in those séc- 
tions who might find it impossible to go 
to the court house in order to qualify. 
As a result a large numberof people have 
registered diaily since the date of the pri- 
mary was announced. It ii estimated 
that on an average of 250 voters register 
daily. During~the recent indlemtat weatn- 
er the registration has been heavier thin 
usual. The rain seems to bring out the 
labor vote. The explanation is that there 
are many cmvrpenters, brick masons and 
other artisans who, when it rains, can- 
not work and therefore find time in which 
to seek out the nearest registration office 
and qualify for the election.

RETAIL BUSINESS 
PAIR AT THE SOUTH 


Cotton’s Decline Has Taken Eige off 
Cotton Goods Price. 


VALUES AS A WHOLE STEADY 


Demand for Iron and Steel Has on 
the Whole Been Less Active. 
All Markets Closed Yes- 
terday on Account of 
Easter Holidays. 


New York, March 28.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say: 

Trade activities have shifted from first to 
second hands this week. Wholesale and job- 
bing distribution of dry goods, clothing, hats 
and caps, millinery and shoes has been rather 
quieter, as was only natural in view of the 
culmination of the spring demand before Eas- 
ter. Retall dist#ibution favored by spring 
weather, has been very active east and west, 
with a fair business at the south. Among the 
industries new demand for tron and stee} has 
on the whole been less active, but production 
and shipment have gone forward at undimin- 
ished speed. The building trades have taken 
@ decided spurt in activity. Lumber is ac- 
tive at all markets at higher prices than ruled 
a year ago. The edge has rather been taken 
off cotton and cotton goods prices by the re- 
action in the raw material and the talk of 
further labor unsettlement, but. values as @ 
whole are steady. 

Aggressive strength in prices is chiefly man- 
ifested by hog products, which, it is declared, 
have been manipulated by packers. A more 
reasonable explanation, however, is that the 
high prices for beef and mutton have largely 
diverted consumptior to hog products. Milder 
weather has relieved the strain on the coal 
trade somewhat, but etrike talk has prevented 
weakness in prices. 

Rather less activity in iron and steel is noted, 
but no loss of price firmness is observable. 
The peculiar situation of the foundry pig iron 
market is shown by the fact that prices of 
that grade are $! higher per ton than Besse- 
mer. Finished iron and steel has been active, 
implement and wagon manufacturers buying 
heavily of steel bare, which are nominally $2 
per ton higher. Despite the fact that tin plate 
mills are booked for five months ahead the 
leading interest continues to take orders at 
$4 per box. Testimony to the activity in hard- 
ware is well nigh unan!mous. 

The analyeis of the cotton market, given @& 
week ago, to the effect that the market was 
on a dead center and that. the position appear- 
ed to be overbought, was confirmed this week 
by the sharp break of nearly one-third of a 
cent in futures and one-fourth of a cent in 
Spots, brought about by tired -long lquida- 
tion. A more cheerful tone developed at the 
decline, however, and covering in anticipa- 
tion of the holidays recovered a portion of the 
loss. 

Wool is quiet. Mills are busy on previous 
orders. Men's wear clothing is dull. 

Boots and shoes are dull and new busineés 
ls smaller. Shipments for the season are a 
trifle smaller than last year. Leather is quiet 
and hides are dull and easy. 

The leading cereals are irregularly lower af- 
ter an apparently futile effort at bulling prices, 
Last week's decline brought in considerable ex- 
port business in wheat and some revival was 
reported even in corn. Steady buying and talk 
of the squeeze in corn were reflected eympa- 
thetically in wheat. The talk of a corner in 
July corn was aided by the small supplies of 
comtract grades, but the tendency to take prof- 
its in anticipation of the holidays weakened 
prices, whicn enerally closed lower than a 
week ago. Wheat crop advices have on the 
whole been very good, though isolated reports 
of damage in Kansas and Oklahoma have been 
received. These, h@®wever, do not agree with 
Bradstreet’s .repert of liberal rains in the 
southwest and the improved feeling in busi- 
ness circles generally ip that section.

304 bushels last week and 4,494,635 bushels 
in this week last year.

Quiet conditions 
have prevailed throughout the entire market 
and are likely to continue for the balance of 
the week. 


The Rice Market. 


Dan Talmage’s Sons Company, 
say of the rice market: 

While some localities are still in the ‘‘slough 
of deepond’’ because of physical conditions and 
demand curtailed throughout the coa) regions 
by reason of poasible strike there is marked 
improvement both in the volume and charac- 
ter of business. Not only is the movement en- 
larged, but premonitory symptoms indicate 
that there fs a ‘‘gude time comin’ ’’ and that 
it cannot be much longer deferred in the nat- 
ural order of things. As heretofore noted, 
stotks in nearly every qUarter are light; prices 
abnormally bow; that is, so far as domestic is 
concerned, it being anywhere from %& to Ic per 
pound below similar grades of. foreign.

Advices from the south note steady inquiry 
but confident looking forward to oaate arena 
of demand; at present sluggish rate it is near- 
ly sufficient to carry out the crop and if the 
volume of business enlarges to even usual pro- 
portions the forward supply should fall short 
of requirements. The sustained movement dur- 
ing the current season plainly indicates that 
the consumptic~ has greatly enlarged.

A severe reaction occurred in cotton, due 
entirely to the excessive speculative pur- 
chases which made the market top heavy. 

A slight recovery in coffee from the bottom 
price must be attributed to aggressive option 
buying, as the statistical position is not im- 
proved, port receipts exceeding last year's 
high record to date by over a third. 

A temporary reduction in refined sugar was 
quickly restored, as the market for raw 
goods became very strong. Meats again ad- 
vanced in the face of easier grain, a hepful 
influence being the largest single order ever 
placed for the British army. 

Weakness appeared in the cereals early in 
the week when there wes a certain unanimity 
about encouraging weather reports and in- 
creased acreage. Subsequently ‘there was 
partial recovery owing to less cheerful news 
from Kansas and Oklahoma, but the net re- 
sult for the week was a decided lower range 
of prices. Wheat exports materially declined 
from the satisfactory record of 4,657,622 
bushels last week to only 3,088,642 this week, 
which compares with 3,936,832 in the same 
week last year. There was a décrease in 
western receipts to 2,747,094 bushels, against 
4,049,503 a year ago, but the difference in 
arrivals of corn was fess striking-—!,976,- 
064 bushels, against 2.682.918 a year ago. 
Atlantic shipments of the minor cereal were 
only 138,344 bushels, compared with 2,- 
946;461 in I891. According to an analysig¢ 
of the official returns a Liverpool au- 
thority, there will be only 13,000,000 bushels 
of wheat in this country at the-close of the 
crop year, but the statement is based on 
exports for the last four months of half as 
much as the record-breaking shipments of the 
preceding eight months, which is extremely 
improbable. A further alteration JR the 
figures should be made to aflow for the under- 
estimate of the total crop.

Campbell came from Florida. He is qwhat 
fs known in tho pricon as a “short-term 
man,” and was serving a sentence of two 
and a half yésrs for violating section 5478 
tf the federal code. [he offense men- 
tioned in this secfion is breaking into'a 
United States pcstoffice. 

. Campbell is a bad looking fellow and 
has only one eye. He is said to have 
lost his optic in resisting the officer when 
he was first arrested. 

How the Escape Occurred. 

The escape of Campbell yesterday morn- 
ing was not due to any defect in the 
priscn, as wee rumored, cr to the care- 
lespness of any of the guards. _ 

Campbell before his arrest was a loco- 
motive engineer, and being a short-term 
prisoner he was given work about the 
prison. Being familiar with machinery, 
he was put in the engine room to assist 
the chief engineer. He was acting as 4“ 
fireman yesterday morning, and while 
not enjoying all the privileges of a 
‘trusty,”” he was not under guard. The 
engineer was in ithe room above tlie 
bofler roum in which Campbell was en- 
ployed, and it was an easy matter for 
him to make his escape. [t was about 
330 o'clock yesterday morning when he 
decided to abandon prison life, and after 
carefully fixing everything im the boiler 
100m and sexing that the fires were 
en right, Campbell broke the small lock 
on the door of the boller room and made 
a. break for libtrty. In a very short 
wiftle his escape was discovered and a 
searching party of guards, headed by 
Captain Webb, started in pursuit. As 
the fleecing man was a railroad engineer, 
those who were tracking him argued thut 
he would follow the railroad track, and 
this theory proved to be correct. — 

A Threatened Lynchjn}. 

While Campbell was recaptured and 
taken back to prison, it proved a most 
iortunate thing for him, as he narrowly 
escaped lynching before the federal au- 
thorities captured him.

CANNOT HOLD BOTH OFFICES. 
TTORNEY General Boykin Wright. 
yesterday rendered an important 

cpinion int reply to a question asked him 

by H. M. Kaigler, of Georgetown, Ga. 

The question asked by Mr. Keigier ig as 

follows: | 

“Can a county school commissioner re- 
tain his office and at the same time serve 
as senator unde: the constitution. and 
laws of this state?’ 

Attorney General Wright says. in his 
cpinion a person cannot legally hold both 
offices at the same time. The state con- 
stitution. says on this subject: 

“No person holding a military commis- 
sion or other appointment, or office hay- 
ing any~ emolument or zompensation an- 
nexed thereto, under this state or the 
United’ States, or either of ‘them, excep: 
justices’ of the peace and officers of the 
militia shall have a seat in either house.” 

Anotier section of the constitution 
makes each house of the general assembly 
the judge of the qualifications of its own 
members. Attorney General Wright calls 
attention to the fact that frequently since 
the adoption of the constitution of 1877 
have members of the house and senate 
been county school commissioners and 
members of county boards of education, 
and, s> far as is known. neither house 
has ever had the question under consid- 
eration. 

It is clear, however, Mr. Wright says,

Lee Nolan Is Buried Under Ton of 
Falling Earth. 


HE WAS WORKING IN DITCH 


Huge Section of Earth Caved In—Ac- 
cident Occurred Yesterday After- 
noon on Hayden Street. 


Lee Nolan, a negro who resided on 
Kingsley street, met a horrible death yes- 
terday ‘afternoon about 8 o'clock: while 
working in an excavation on Hayden near 
Harris street. About a ton of earth caved 
in on the unsuspecting negro, virtually 
burying hi malive. When resuers reached 
the body life was extinct. 

Nolan was employed by James Smith, 
a plumber, and with two other workmen 
was engaged yesterday in digging a ditch 
in Hayden street for the purpose of 
making sewer connection. The ditch had 
gone to a depth of sixteen feet and the 
workmen were in the bottom of it at the 
time of the accident. 

Suddenly and without any warning a 
huge section of earth gave way and fell 
with crushing fofce. Nolan was entrap- 
ped and before he had time to make his 
escape had been buried several feet be- 
neath the soft wet dirt. The other two 
workmen were uninjured. 

They immediately began work to rescue 
their fellow-workman, removing the pile 
of earth as rapidly as possible.. In the 
meantime the police station was notified 
and Call Officer Wells responded. Police- 
man Borocoff also appeared on fhe scene 
and the officers directed the work. After 
digging and shovelling the dirt for sev- 
eral minutes the body of the unfortunate 
man was finally found. The accidefit had 
proved fatal, however, as Nolan was 
dead. It is believed that he was suffo- 
cated, as the body did not bear any 
serious bruises.

HEAVY FERTILIZER SALE. 


Use of Fertilizers in Georgia Expect- 
ed To Be as Heavy as 
Last Year. 

The sales of fertilizers in Georgia this 
year promise to be almost as heavy as 
last year and last year more fertilizers 
were used in Georgia than ever before. 
The indications point to this fact, al- 
though the sales so far this year are 
20,000 tons behind what they were tlhe 
same date last year. Last year the sales 
in this state, as shown by the records at 
the department of agriculture, were 47.- 
847 tons. 

So far this year the sales of fertilizers 
have been 424,770 tons, while at the same 
date last year they were 444,362 tons, or 
nearly 20,000 tons miore than this year 
With cotton seed meal, however, it has 
been different and the sales have been 
larger this year than last. The meal is 
also used as a fertilizer. So far this 
year there have been sold 53,760 tons of 


‘cotton seed meal, while at the same date 


last year the sales amounted to only 
47,455 tons or about 6,300 less than this 
year. 

The indications are from the sales of 
tags and: reports that come to the de 
partment of agriculture that the sales 
this year will Teach about 475,000 
tons of fertilizers, or nearly, if 
not quite, as much as was the case last 
year. 

If the sales of fertilizers is any indi- 
cation, it looks as if the cotton crop this 
year will be about what it has been for 
the last year or two, somewhere in the 
neighborhood of 1,300,000 bales. The fer- 
tilizer sales this year are somewhat later 
than usual, owing to the excessive rains 
which have prevented the farmers in 
many cases from putting in their crops.

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RAILWAY. NOTES. 


Railroad Commissicn Meets. 

A number of prominent railroad officials 
attended the meeting of the state rail- 
road commission at the capitol yesterday 
as matters of considerable importance 
to the railroads of the state were sched- 
uled to come up for consideration. 

Prominent representatives of the Cen- 
tral, the Southern, the Atlanta and West 
Point, the Plant’ system, the Seaboard 
and other roads Were there to be heard 
on the question of the proposed amend- 
ments to rules 25 and 30. Rule 2 refers 
to switching and [ft is proposed to amend 
it so as to make any movement under 
three miles, switching, whether it. is 
transportation or not. 

Rule 30 is the: joint rate rule and pro- 
vides that the rate over two or more 
lines shall be the sum of the local rates 
less 10 per cent. It is proposed to amend 
this rule so that when a road refuses to 
deliver freight te another line in the 
same car its rate shall be only its local 
less 20-per cent. 

The railroad men who appeared before 
the commission stated they had not had 
time to fully consider the question in- 
volved in these proposed .aemndments, 
and at their request further consideration 
was postponed. until April 25, when an- 
other meeting of the commission will be 
held. 

The commission changed the weight of 
a car load of. boilers from 24,000 to 20,000 
pounds, 

Representatives of the Southern and 
Seaboard said they’ would confer with 
the people of Helena with reference to a 
hew depot at tnat point. 

Representatives of the Seaboard stated 
they already had lumber on the ground 
for a new depot at Sasser and would 
bulld it without delay. 


Freight Men Adjourn. 

The subcommittee of the Southern Clas- 
sification committee, which has been in 
session here since Wednesday, adjourned 
yesterday afternoon and the majority of 
the officials returned to their homes. 

The long docket which was before the 
committee kept its members busy the 
whole time they were here, but they were 
unable to get through !{t and when the 
adjournment was moved many of the 
most important matters were still un- 
touched. A great many shippers from dif- 
ferent parts of the country were here to 
confer with the cimmittee and hearing 
them consumed a great amount of time. 

The subcommittee adjourned to April 
22, when a special meeting will be held 
at the Stanton house in Chattanooga. 
The next regular meeting of the coin- 
mittee occurs on Tuesday, June. 17. The 
place for this meeting haz not yet been 
determined, but it will probably be some- 
where in the east.
